PUBLIC ACT NO. 189 of P.A. of 1953 . 


An act to provide for the taxation of 
lessees and users of tax exempt property. 


The People of the State of Michigan 
enact: , 


“Sec. 1. When any real property which 
for any reason is exempt from taxation 
is leased, loaned or otherwise made avail- 
able to and used by a private individual, 
association or corporation in connection 
with a business conducted for profit, except 
where the use is by way of a concession 
in or relative to the use of a public airport, 
park, market, fair ground or similar prop- 
erty which is available to the use of the 
general public, shall be subject to taxation 
in the same amount and to the same extent 
as though the lessee or user were the 
owner of such property: Provided, how- 
ever, That the foregoing shall not apply 
to federal property for which payments 
are made in lieu of taxes in amounts 
equivalent to taxes which might otherwise 
be lawfully assessed or property of any 
state-supported educational institution. 


Sec. 2. Taxes shall be assessed to such 
lessees or users of real property and col- 
lected in the same manner as taxes assessed 
to owners of real property except that such 
taxes shall not become a lien against the 
property. When due, such taxes shall con- 
stitute a debt due from the lessee or user 
to the township, City, villiage, county and 
school district for which the taxes were 
assessed and shall be recoverable by direct 
action of assumpsit. 
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This act is ordered to take immediate 
effect.”

REPORT OF THE 
FORESTRY COMMITTEE 
August 17, 1955 


There are over 32,000 trees growing on 
the streets and in the Parks of Lansing, 
and without these trees Lansing would be 
a very different sort of city. These trees 
are worth hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in real estate value for the property on 
which they grow, to say nothing of those 
immeasurable values of shade and beauty. 
The care and maintenance of the trees is 
the job and responsibility of the Forestry 
Department. 


There are many diseases and insects at 
work to destroy these trees. Many of them 
are ordinarily controlled by the standard 
practices and policies of the Forestry De- 
partment. However, there are some diseases 
and some insects that require more than 
ordinary action. For example, the discov- 
ery of the Gypsy Moth in 1954 and the 
Japanese Beetle in 1955 requlred special 
efforts in cooperation with the State and 
Federal Plant Industry authorities. 


One of the most dangerous tree diseases, 
the Dutch Elm Disease, has been found in 
Michigan and it may soon be found in 
Lansing. (This is covered in the Report 
of April 18, 1955.) Although no positive 
cases of the disease have been identified 
so far, both species of Elm Bark beetles 
(which act as carriers of Dutch Elm 
Disease) have been found in dying Elm 
trees in the city. 


The state law provides for condemnation 
of trees infected with Dutch Elm Disease, 


AUGUST 22, 1955 


but some of the cities and towns now 
fighting this and other diseases have taken 
additional steps under the police powers of 
the city in the form of new ordinances. 
These ordinances give their City Foresters 
the authority to work directly with the 
property owners both in the protection of 
their trees and in the sanitation program, 
(removal and burning of diseased and 
beetle infested trees). 


In order to authorize the prompt action 
that may be necessary to cope with Dutch 
Elm Disease, Japanese Beetle and any 
other serious threat to our shade trees we 
strongly urge that such a similar ordi- 
nance be considered for Lansing.
